Mr,  Chairman, Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Trawden  for  the  year  1956. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  fevers  during  this  year 
was  small.  Five  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified, but  none 
were  confirmed  by  laboratory  examinations.  The  death  rate  was 
higher  than  last  year.  Cancer  and  heart  diseases  were  the 
chief  causes.  Much  suffering  could  be  spared  if  people  «ovild 
be  induced  to  have  medical  examinations  periodically. 

A  death  from  suicide  in  such  a  small  adult  population 
gives  a  very  high  rate, and  is  five  times  the  average  figure  of 
twenty- two  countries  whose  deaths  were  recorded  by  the  Vorld 
Health  Organisation  recently.  In  old  people  it  usually  indicates 
loneliness  as  the  cause. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Committee  and  Staff  for  their 
continued  assistance  and  co-operation.
